nia cam paign fund of 1904 by John I). 
A rchbold 
and 
the 
contribution 
of 


HOO,OOO to th e national cam paign fund, 
w hich he m ade W ednesday in the sen­ 
ate. 
He said he had practically noth­ 
ing to add to th at, b u t would answ er 
any questions. 
S enator P om erene took up th e ex­ 
am ination of S en ato r Penrose and in­ 
quired as to various interview s with 
Archbold 
and o th er m en connected 
w ith the S tandard Oil company. 
"Mr, Archbold told nu*," said Mr. 
P enrose, "th at his board of directors 
would decline to aid in the national 
cam paign if th ere was any secrecy 
about th e m a tte r -if their activity was 
not known to P resident Roosevelt and 
Mr. Cortelyou.” 
"At these interview s was anv»Mng 
■aid about Mr. Roosevelt's views on 
the tariff?’’

A nxieus for More Money. 


S enator P en ro se said th at in an in­ 
terview following th e first S tandaid 
fill contribution at w h im ho was p res­ 
ent Mr. Bliss told the S tandard Oil 
©flit ials th a t Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. 
Cortelyou “ hod been advised of the 
first contribution and were extrem ely 
•oHoitous about their complying with 
his request for a second contribution ” 
S enator P enrose declared he told 
Mr. Archbold that he was m aking a 
m istak e in not m aking these co ntrib u­ 
tions and th a t Mr. Archbold agreed 
with him. 
T he senato r explained that 
h e believed if Mr. Bliss, who was in 
close touch with Mr. Cortelyou aud 
Mr. Roosevelt, said the national com­ 
m ittee needed money, that it really 
was in need. 


S enator Penrose said he never had 
discussed S tan dard Oil contributions 
with Mr. Cortelyou, but he believed 
th e subject of contributions had come 
up casually in conversations he had 
had 
with P resid en t Roosevelt, both 
before and after th e election of 1904. 
“W hile 
no 
direct 
reference 
was 
m ade to the contributions in 1904 I bo j 
lieved the p resid ent was cognizant of 
th e habit of the S tandard Oil com- \ 
pany to contribute to every cam paign I 
since 1896,” said Penrose. 
He was positive Mr. Roosevelt never 
h&i suggested to him th at the S tand­ 
ard Oil m oney be returned. He again 
referred to the letter which President 
Roosevelt w rote him, th an king him 
for his “ex traordinary efforts.”

to r P enrose obtained a prom ise th a t 
th e letter would be inserted in the rec­ 
ord. 


S enator P enrose said he had been 
one of the original Roosevelt support­ 
ers and had called the sta te conven­ 
tion in Pennsylvania in 1904, which 
was the first convention to declare for 
P residen t R oosevelt's renom ination. 


Penrose Supported Roosevelt. 


“W e endorsed Roosevelt,” said Pen­ 
rose, “and forced Senator Hanna, who 
was opposed to Roosevelt, to su rren ­ 
d er to S enator F oraker and allow the 
Ohio convention to endorse Roosevelt.
